London, Nov. 20.— Tho war office 

posted the following ttlpgram from 
General Sir Redvers Bullera at Cape 
Town to tho Marqnla of Luiadowno : 

"Tbe following is from the general 
commanding at Fletermarltzburg: To- 
day at 8 a. m. the officer commuiuling 
our northern outposts reported that 
the enemy'o mounted patrols were ad 
vancing across the whole country 
from Gourton Road to Ulandi, moving 
to Estcourt. My force stood to arms. 
The outposts reported rarious bodies, 
from 600 to 700 strong. adTanelng on 
Estcourt, from a northwesterly direc- 
tion. One party, 500 strong, moved 
toward the railway bridge, half a ml 
northwest of Bstcourt. Our outpostK 
fired on the enemy, and one of the 
naval guns fired a shell at 8,000 yards' 
range, the shell bursting close to the 
enemy, who then hurriedly retired. At 
12 o'clock reports were received from 
three pickets that a large number of 
Boers were in sight on a hill ahove 
Leslie's bomeBteail. The troops have 
retumod to camp.' " 

BRITIS H JO LLIFY 

After Repulsing Uuers on BIrttiday 
<^ Pri-ice ot Wales. 

Durban, Natal, Not. 20.— The Times 
of Natal publishes the following, dated 
Wednesday, Nov. 15, from its special 
correspondent at Ladysmitb: 

"The enemy made a determined at- 
tack on Thursday, Nov. 9. Apparently 
all tbe Boer forces participated. Their 
artillery opened at 4 a. m., pouring in 
Shells thick and fast upon the British 
posseostons. althovgh with no groat ef- 
fect. They adopted tho unusual tactics 
of advancing under cover of their guns 
to positions on tbe ridges and kopje.s 
adjacent to those occupied by the Brit- 
ish troops on the left of onr camp. 

"Continuing their advance, the 
Boers crept up, using every available 
bit of cover. Our Infantry opened with 
A steady, warm and accurate fire, 
which beat back the enemy, notwith- 
standing a display of tenacity of pur- 
pose equal to their desperate stands 
on previous occasions. Tbe Boer at- 
tack was most elaborate on all sides 
of the town. 

"The main attack, however, was 
made between the Free State and New 
Castle railway lines by a column com- 
posed of Jobannosburg Tolunteers. A 
brigade of tho King's royal rifles' corps 
made a splendid defense. The Boers 
were repulsed, but soon rallied and re- 
turned to the attack. Again tbe Brit- 
ish fire, which was Tory hot, forced 
them to retire. They had made a deep 
trench in front of the British lines, 
and, while withdrawing for their 
horseo, they left this unguarded. 
Whereupon the King's rifles, advancing 
at double quick, occupied the trench. 

"This smart movement was not seen 
by the enemy, who soon returned with 
the horses. Carefully reserving their 
fire, tho King's rifles allowed tbe Boers 
to adrance almost to the edge of the 
trench, and then poured volley after 
volley into the astounded Boers, who 
turned and fled from an awful hail of 
bullets, bolting across tbe open, where 
the artillery of the British poured in 
a terrible and etfectlTO Shell flro. The 
enemy lost heavily. 

"Meanwhile another section of tbe 
Boers had brought a mortar into ac- 
tion, flrlng heavy shells. Our guns, con- 
centrating upon It, soon silenced this 
weapon, the enemy's artillerymen flee- 
ing headlong. Tho Boers then ad- 
vanced in force with a viow of repair- 
ing the mortar, but our artillery 
■belled and scattered them right an I 
left. Tbe fighting was all over at 11 
o'clock. 

"Promptly at npon Oeneral White or- 
dered a salute of 21 guns in honor of 
the birthday of the Prince of Wales 
Aa the* cannon boomed, cheer after 
cheer rang oat from tbe troopo and a 
seeae of onthi> s^om fol lowed."

Arrest of a Noted Swindler Ijr a Saari 
Detective of New York. 



HOW HE WORKED RASCALLY TRICKS. 



A Number of His Victims Face Him 
la the City Prloon and Relate 
Their ^itd Kxiierleaoes 
to the I'ollce. 



New Tork, Nov. 20.— The police hive 
at headquarter? James C Hart, who 
spent 18 months In Sing Sing for 
swindling a woman out of $10,000 
worth of diamonds, and whose latest 
operations, carried on In New York 
city, have consisted of swindling wo 
men out of sums of money varying 
from $75 to soToral hundred dollars 
their Jewelry, or whatever else hr 
could successfully lift and carry away. 
For the past three months Hart ha.- 
done a lucrative business, and at policf 
headquarters, when bo was confronted 
with a number of bis victims, he con- 
fessed to the crimes one by one. 

Hart was arrested by detectives whr 
were waiting for him on Friday out 
side 'M the Albemarle hotel, from 
which plai'^ h'- was rapidly miktnE 
his way altor having swindled a wo 
man out of $301 She, finding she had 
been victimized, went to police head- 
quarters snd found the police had 
Hart already under arrest Chi f of D-'- 
tectlvcs McCluskey then held a kind cl 
reception of Hart's victims, all oi 
whom identifled him positively as tbe 
man who had swindled them. In each 
instanc'^ Hart admitted his guilt. 

Hart was arrested on Dec. 10, 1896. 
on the charge of grand larceny, he 
having stolen diamonds to the Talu« 
of $10,000 from Mrs. Blisabeth Do La 
Barre. He pleaded guilty to this of 
fense, the complainant In the mean 
time having died, and was sentenced to 
only 18 months in prison. 

On Oct. 20. 18$$, at the Bates house, 
Indianapolis, as JOhn J. Hillis, ht 
swindled Edward Oois out of $250. for 
which he received a sentence of sin 
months' imprisonment and $1,000 fine 

KurtlHiuake.I'roof I'lilace, 
Chicago, Nov. 20. — Chicago engineers 
are designing tbe earthquake-proof 
steel palace for the crown prince of 
Japan, which is to mark the advent of 
American steel construction In thf 
Mikado's land, and the imperial gov 
ernment has appropriated $3,000,00( 
for its erection. Foandations are being 
constructed with a view of rearing th( 
frame work in February. Around th( 
skeleton of beams and bars will bt 
built a house of granite and marbU 
expected to eclipse , la beaaty of de 
sign anything the Orient has evei 
known. The palace will adjoin the 
royal home of the Mikado in Tokio, 
rising to a height of 60 feet. Dr. T 
Katyhama, chief architect of tbe im- 
perial household of .laprjn, who canu 
to America to let contracts, has com- 
missioned the men who designed the 
Manufacturers' building at the World's 
fair to prepare frame work plans. Still 
another engineer was called upon tc 
map out an elaborate heating and ven- 
tilating plant. American firms will 
contribute an ice manufacturing and 
electric light system. Steel conotrne- 
tion, with its rigid elasticity, is expect- 
ed to revolutionize the building Indus 
try In the Mikado's land, where earth- 
quakes have on several occasiouE 
played havoc with structures suppos- 
edly solid. 

Scarcity of Leather. 
Chicago, Nov. 80.— All kinds of 

leather and hides In the United States 
and Canada have taken a sudden jump 
in cost because of a general scarcity 
of the raw and manufacture^ matorlal, 
putting the markets almost In a state 
of panic. In the last 60 days the best 
grade of oak butts, which are used for 
belting, have advanced from 36 to 40 
oonU a pound, and tbe flrst quality ol 
oak leather used in the making of 
boots and shoes has risen from 34 to 
88 cents. A year ago belting leather 
was down to 80 cents a pound, witb 
other kinds of tannore' goods in pro- 
portion. The Tranovaal war is helping 
to drain the low available supplies of 
American leather and add to the fam 
ioa prieoo. 



KXOX IDENTIFIED 

As the Man Who Swindled a Kaaiai 
Bank by Bogua Drafts. 

New York, Nov. 20.— Robert J.Knox, 
Slleg^d to be one of the VVhiteman 
gang of swindlers, was held !jy a < it> 
magistrate until the arrival from Al- 
bany of requisition papers which will 
giro him into the custody of the Pitts- 
burg police. The delay In the arrival of 
th papers has been due to the ab.senc" 
from Albany of Governor Roosevelt, 
whose practice it is to roTleW each 
case himself before signing the papers. 
D. W. Callup, assistant cashier of the 
First National bank of Woonsock t. It. 
I., Which was swindled by tbe White- 
man gang, snd A. J. Bennett, a real 
estate broker of the same town, wer€ 
in court and identifled Knox as "R. E 
Webster," who deposited with th? 
bank tbe bogus draft on Lawrence Na 
tional bank of Lawrence, Kas., foi 
$10,000. Tbe Woonsocket police are 
anxious to get Knox and Charles E 
Stewart, who operated with him tht re 
but who is now held in Pittsburg. 

Bubonic I'laguc Suspects. 
New Tork, Nov. 20.— Tbe steamer J. 
W. Taylor, which arrived from Santos 
Brazil, with the captain and cook Hi 
with suspected bubonic plague, has 
been disinfected as far as possibb 
without discharge of cargo. The cab 
ine, forecastles, decks and engineer'^ 
departments have been cleansed anJ 
thoroughly disinfected. The crew have 
been bathed and their clothes and ef- 
fects have been subjected to steam. 
The patients are at Swinburne Island, 
and there Is no change in their condi- 
tion. Deputy Health Officer Sanborn 
says the crew will be kept on board 
the steamer for another day, when tbe 
agents will supply a new crew. The 
crew will be removed to Hoffman 
island and detained for observation 
for 10 days. 

About tbe Indians. 
Washington, Nov. 20.— Tbe annual 
report of the commissioner of Indian 
affairs, William A. Jones, besides re 
viewing tbe progrosa of affairs in all 
branches of the service, urges mora 
schools, more systematic method- 
study of individual traits and consider- 
ation of subsequent environment In 
outlining studies In the Indian schools 
The entire educational system of the 
Indian ofllce, he says, is predicated u;)- 
on the final abolishment of the anama- 
lous Indian reservation sjrstem. There 
are now 20. ."22 boys and Rlrla In at- 
tendance on the various Indian schooU 
out Ot-an enrollment of over 26,000. 

Aiiirrican Sblpping. 
Washington, Nov. 20. — Tbe annual 
report of Mr. Chamberlain, the com 
missioner of navigation, shows that 
American shipping industries shared 
In the general prosperity. The total 
documented tonnage on June 30, 18&3 
comprised 22,728 ves.sels. of 4,864,238 
gross tons, which is our largest sinco 
1865. The tonnage operating under our 
coasting laws. 21,397 vessels of 4,015,- 
992 gross tons, is the largest in our 
history, and greater than the coasting 
tonnage of any other nation. Our 
steam tonnage, 8,476,01 1 tons, for tbe 
first time exceeds the tonnage of all 
other craft.

She is still on flre for- 
ward, but there is no smoke abaft tbe 
bridge. At low water she will be partly 
dry. Apparently the flre has tonipl' te- 
ly gutted her ^ and rendered her a total 
wreck.

A aome- 
what plausible explanation hae been ad- 
vanced for tbeae remarkable coinci- 
(Imeea," continaed the lawyer. "It is, 
in brief, that certain universal needs sug- 
gest similar trains of thought to active 
minds, and, in aearehiog for the beat 

remedy, they fall iiOBensibly into the 
same channel. This is only another way 
of sayiog that necessity is the mother of 
invi ntion, but it is bard to apply the 
theory to scores of devices that were cer- 
tainly not the subject of any specific de- 
mand. Take the telephone, for instance. 
At the time Prof. Bell was perfecting his 
instrnnient at leapt tliree other inventors 
were developing the same thing, and he 
beat them to the Patent Office by a mere 

acratoh. Everybody ri'ineinhers the long 
and bitter contest that ensued, and I 
believe, personally, that each of the par- 
ties to it was in entire ^ood faith, althonijh 
it ie almost impossible to convince an in- 
ventor, under such circumstances, that 
there has been no fraud. Every man 
believes firmly that the other fellows 
liave ftolcri his i.lca. Thi' arc liirht, tiic 



incandescent light, the X-ray apparatus, 
the typewriter and the gas engine are a 
few of tba big things I call to mind at 
random in which there was the same 
coincidence of thought. Two of the 
latest and most remarkable instances in 
point are wireleaa telegraphy and liqoid 
air. 

"The fundamental principles of both 
were old and had been experimented 
with and discarded aalmpraotleal. Then 
suddenly,* after the laps* of years, two 
groups of inventors besan the task of 
development. Id wireleea telegraphy 
Marconi had three rivalp, one an Ameri- 
can, but he was fortuct te enough to get 
out his patents ahead of the others. 
Who built the first successful liquid air 
apparatus is at present in dippute, and 
two companies, each headed by a claim- 
ant, are now in (full blast in New York. 
If ever yon have an extra good idea yon 
will do well to secure the protection of a 
patent without delay. It is fifty to one 
that aoma other chap is pegging away at 
exactly the same tiling."
